Religion  is  degraded  bj  the  narrow  notions 
which  men  form  of  it,  and  the  poor  models 
which  they  present  Ercry  man,  therefore,  who 
desires  to  be  a  trne  follower  of  his  Lord,  ought, 
at  the  beginning  of  his  course,  to  get  rid  of 
those  false  and  narrow  views  of  Christian  char- 
aeter,  whloh  degrade  almost  every  sect  Re¬ 
ligion,  then,  is  not  bigotry,  nor  self-righteousness, 
nor  a  holy  horror  of  other  men  or  their  opinions; 
nor  drivelling  oant,  nor  superstition.  It  is  not  a 
narrow  view  of  everything;  a  demure  coun¬ 
tenance,  or  a  whining  voice,  or  low,  creeping 
thoughts.  All  these  are  badges  of  hypocrisy, 
not  of  Religion. 

Religion,  on  the  other  hand,  is  Nature’s  no¬ 
bleness.  It  is  humanity  stretching  after  God. 
It  b  the  very  sublime  of  human  thought  and 
aotion.  Its  nature  is  all  loveliness.  Purity 
and  majesty  are  in  its  look.  A  Chrbtian  is  a 
mam  who  has  heaven  dwelling  in  his  .soul.  A 
truly  religious  mind,  therefore, — a  mind  like 
Milton’s, — is  as  much  superior  to  mere  intellect, 
as  intellect Js  to  instinct,  or  to  coarse  brutal  pas¬ 
sion. 

Religion  again  b  not  a  mere  form,  a  creed, 
a  profession,  or  a  feeling — but  a  life  devoted  to 
God,  and  to  mankind ;  disinterested  goodness, 
self-denial,  faith,  hope,  humility,  and  filial  love 
to  the  Creator.  It  is  living  to  God  in  our  daily 
thoughts,  our  mast  secret  and  sacred  affections. 
We  are  all  apt  to  fall  into  the  error  of  divorc¬ 
ing  the  idea  of  Religion  from  practical  good¬ 
ness.  We  are  disposed  to  view  it  as  something 
apart  from  common  life ;  something  supernatural 
and  mysterious,  of  which  men  can  have  no  idea 
without  experience.  Hence  the  constant  effort 
b  to  reproduce  certain  inward  states  of  feeling, 
rather  than  to  follow  in  the  footsteps  of  our 
Master,  in  all  lowliness  and  meekness,  dbeharg- 
iag  the  daily  duties  of  the  Christian  life. 

It  b  instructive  to  see  how  much  the  Bible 
makes  Religion  consbt  in  humble  virtues,  and 
unostentatious  duties.  “  The  fruit  of  the  Spirit 
b  love,  joy,  peace,  long  suffering,  gentleness, 
goodness,  faith,  meekness,  temperance.”  “  Char¬ 
ity  ” — which  is  the  essence  of  Christian  virtue — 
“  suffereth  long,  and  is  k‘nd  ;  charity  envieth 


words  of  ours  can  add  to  the  foraibleness  of  tie 
Committee’s  appeal  We  cannot  think  that 
onr  churches  will  be  so  derelict  in  duty  as  to 
suffer  this  pressing  claim  upon  theb  benevolence 
to  pass  by  unheeded.

licentiates,  126 ;  candidates,  359 ;  churches, 
1,435;  added  on  examination,  10,705;  on  cer¬ 
tificate,  4,832;  number  of  communicants,  131,- 
451 ;  adult  baptisms,  3,550 ;  infant  baptisms, 
4,308.  Amounts  contributed  for  General  As¬ 
sembly,  $5,104  15;  Domestic  Missions,  $91^402 
88;  Foreign  Mbsions,  $67,796  42;  Education, 
$65,707  68 ;  Publication,  $41,667  21.  Whole 
amount  of  contributions,  $271,678  34.  There 
are  numerous  items,  of  a  considerable  amount, 
which  are  not  included  in  the  above,  while  the 
reports  from  many  churches  are  far  from  com¬ 
plete.  Nor  are  the  Synods  of  Mbsouri  and  Vit* 
ginia  embraced  in  it,  though  they  are  properly 
lefc  on  the  minutes,  since  no  action  has  been 
taken  on  their  withdrawal  by  the  Assembly.

How  to  Have  this  Prayer  Answered. 

To  diffuse  religion  among  men,  first  of  all  he- 


the  most  able  and  devoUd  friends  of  Oongrfga- 
tionalism.  And  although  its  Executive  Commit¬ 
tee  embraass  eight  nominal  Presbyterians  and  only 
six  Congregationalists,  the  writer  his  it  from  a  re¬ 
liable  source,  that  not  more  than  three  of  the  eight 
Presbyterians  are  known  to  Lave  any  particular  at¬ 
tachment  to  the  Presbyterian  Church  ;  while  the 
six  CosgregationalLs's  are  cdl  most  decided  in 
their  denooiinatiocal  zeal,  and  among  them  is  the 
chief  Editor  of  the  Lidependent,  and  another  strong 
man,  who  was  formerly  an  associate  editor  of  the 
same  paper.  Such  is  the  constitution  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  at  whose  mercy  our  feeble  Presbyterian 
churches  are  placed.  The  controlling  ir>Jluences, 
both  in  the  corps  of  Secretaries,  and  in  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee,  are  decidedly  Congregational, 
though  nominally  the  preponderance  is  on  the 
Presbyterian  side.  Whether  this  fact  is  the  re¬ 
sult  of  plan,  or  of  accident,  I  care  not  here  to  in¬ 
quire.  Enough  that  it  puts  it  beyond  the  power 
of  the  Presby  tcrian  Church  to  bring  any  influence 
to  bear  on  the  Executive  Committee,  that  will  be 
likely  to  move  them  from  any  position  which  they 
may  take  with  the  approbation  of  the  leading  Con¬ 
gregational  ministers  and  churches. 

And  yet,  it  may  be  worth  while  to  present  a 
somewhat  extended  exposition  of  this  whole  mat¬ 
ter,  for  the  sake  of  those  Presbyterians  who  do 
not  yet  see  to  what  a  crisis  we  have  come,  or  by 
whose  fault  this  crisis  has  been  brought  on.  It 
may  be,  too,  that  there  are  many  among  our  Con¬ 
gregational  brethren,  who  will  withdraw  their 
censures  upon  us,  when  they  come  to  see  the  whole 
case  as  it  is.  At  least  the  day  for  sober  review 
will  come  sooner  or  later ;  and  then  it  will  be  seen 
where  have  been  the  wrong  and  “  bad  faith.” 

I  will  endeavor,  first,  to  set  forth  the  facts  in¬ 
volved  in  this  question;  then,  to  expound  the  prin¬ 
ciples  a.%  issue;  and  la-^tly,  to  present  a  general 
view  of  the  process  by  which  our  Home  Missionary 
affairs  have  been  brought  into  their  present  com¬ 
plication,  together  with  a  consideration  of  the 
probable  result  of  the  whole  controversy.  Each  of 
these  topics  will  require  one  article.  The  vital 
importance  of  the  sub  ject  is  my  apology  for  asking 
so  much  of  your  space  and  indulgence. 

The/rtc<s  pertaining  to  the  recent  action  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  H.  M.  Society,  have 
been  strangely  mis-stated  by  the  “  Home  Mission¬ 
ary,”  as  I  will  proceed  to  show.  The  resolutions 
of  the  General  Associations  of  Connecticut  and 
Massachusetts,  in  relation  to  the  matter,  show 
plainly  that  those  venerable  bodies  were  entirely 
in  the  dark  a?  to  the  merits  of  the  cs'e. 

Presbytery  of  Alton. 

I  will  begin  wilb  the  history  of  the  difficulty  be¬ 
tween  the  Executive  Committee,  and  the  Presbytery 
of  Alton.  The  arrangement  between  the  Committee 
and  this  Presbytery,  was  somewhat  peculiar.  In  the 
year  1810,  the  Presbytery,  then  a  small  body  in  a 
wide  and  destitute  fietd,  entered  upon  its  distinctively 
missionary  work,  and  employed  the  Rev.  AVm.  Cham¬ 
berlin,  to  “  labor  under  the  direction  of  the  Presby 
tery.”  Mr.  Chamberlin’s  salary  was  all  paid  by  tb 
Presbytery  up  to  January  24,  1841.  At  that  dale  an 


the  form  of  their  tommissioas  to  the  itinerating 
Missionaries  of  Alton  Presbytery.  They  had  be¬ 
fore,  for  eight  years,  cotceded  all  that  the  Presby¬ 
tery  wished.  But  in  1853  Mr.  Stewart’s  commis¬ 
sion  no  longer  authorized  him,  as  before,  "to  pub¬ 
lish  the  Gospel  to  the  destitute  within  the  bounds 
of  the  Presbytery  of  Alton,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Committee  of  Missions  of  the  Presbytery.” 
On  the  contrary  it  was  made  to  read  thus :  to  la. 
bor  “  at  Marion,  Metropolis,  Jonesboro,  and  vicin¬ 
ity,  Illineus.”  In  1854  the  commission  was  a  little 
more  liberal  in  its  terms,  but  still  restricted : 
“To  the  destitute  in  Bond,  Clinton,  and  Jefferson 
counties,  lilinois.”  Still  the  travelling  Mission¬ 
aries  of  the  Presbytery  were  suffered  to  go  on  with¬ 
out  any  practical  regard  to  the  letter  of  the  re- 
striction.s  indicated  in  the  commission,  until  1855. 

Up  to  1852,  the  “  Home  Missionary”  found 
much  to  commend  and  even  applaud  in  the  efficien¬ 
cy  of  the  Presbytery  of  Alton  in  its  Missionary 
work.  But  in  1852,  the  tone  of  the  Secretaries 
began  to  undergo  a  change ;  and  after  the  action 
of  the  General  Assembly  on  Church  Extension,  in 
May,  1855,  there  was  developed  on  the  part  of  the 
Secretaries  a  disposition  to  circumvent  the  Ex¬ 
ploring  Missionary  work  of  Alton  Presbytery.  The 
Committee  of  the  Presbytery  were  given  to  un¬ 
derstand  that  their  general  missionaries  must  be 
restricted  in  their  labors  to  particular  places,  to 
be  designated  in  their  commissions.  Mr.  Stewart 
was  held  in  suspense  half  a  year  before  receiving 
any  commission,  because  he  had  labored  the  prev¬ 
ious  year  “  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  of 
the  Presbytery,”  just  as  he  had  done  for  many 
years  before,  with  the  single  exception  that  on 
one  occasion  he  had  gone  beyond  the  limits  of  the 
Presbytery  to  visit  a  few  churches  to  obtain  aid 
for  the  erection  of  a  house  of  worship  in  the  very 
needy  town  of  Cairo.  This  was  an  extraordinary 
emergency,  the  like  of  which  would  never  have 
occurred  again,  and  it  was  all  past  when  the  com¬ 
mission  was  withheld  in  1855.  The  “  Home  Mis¬ 
sionary”  alleges  as  another  reason  for  taking  issue 
with  the  Committee  of  the  Presbytery  on  this 
case,  that  Mr.  Stewart  had  assisted,  “in  special 
religious  efforts,  the  ministers  scattered  over  the 
wide  field  of  the  Presbytery.”  But  this  was  no 
new  thing.  The  agents  of  the  Home  Missionary 
Society  bad  done  the  same  thing  in  Illinois  from 
the  beginning  of  their  work;  and  the  travelling 
missionaries  of  Alton  Presbytery,  including  Mr. 
Stewart,  had  done  so  from  1840  to  1855  without 
a  word  of  complaint  from  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Home  Missionary  Society.  But  now  the 
rime  had  com?  to  fiad  fault  and  cripple  the  mis¬ 
sionary  eflbrts  of  the  Presbytery.  At  last,  aft-sr  a 
delay  of  six  months,  Mr.  Stewart  was  commission¬ 
ed  to  labor  in  several  particnlar  fields  named  by 
the  chairman  of  the  Presbytery’s  Committee.  But 
by  this  time  the  Presbyterial  Committee  had  come 
to  see  plainly  that  the  Executive  Committee  at 
New  York  had  fully  determined  to  take  away  from 
them  the  privilege  of  employing  ycJiemJ  ^^exphring 
missLonaries,''  to  labor  under  the  direction  of  the

tj  could  not  render  the  needed  asaistanoe — 
ehurefaes  have  recently  been  compelled  by 
the  rule  of  the  Executive  Committee  of 
that  Society  to  rely  upon  the  Committee  of  the 
Aaaemhly  for  the  means  to  sustain  the  Gospel. 
And  unless  -aid  is  speedily  extended  to  the 
brethren  ministering  to  these  churches,  they  will 
he  subjected  to  much  ineonvenienoe,  not  to  say 
suffering,  and  in  not  a  few  instances  will  he 
thUged  to  abandon  their  fields  of  labor ;  and 
ihrir  eoogregations  he  under  the  necessity  of 
finding  a  home  among  those  who  will  at  least 
appreciate  the  exigencies  of  their  situation,  and 
who  will  aid  them  to  maintain  those  religious 
insUtutiona  which  they  h^ve  planted  with  great 
self-denial  and  with  much  prayer.

It  is  a  thankless  task  to  call  in  question  the  doings 
of  any  benevolent  Society  that  ha?  gathere.d  around 
it  the  sacred  assoeiations  and  the  grateful  aff-^o- 
tions  of  many  Christians  and  Churches.  The  Exe¬ 
cutive  Committee  of  the  H.  M.  .Society  are  sure 
of  the  sympathies  of  a  multitude  of  friends  when¬ 
ever  they  choose  to  spetk  or  act;  and  right  or 
wrong,  their  acts  will  be  indulgently  interpreted 
by  thousands  who  wiil  never  carefully  scrntiiiiz? 
them.  The  pfiver  of  sneh  a  Society  to  fortify  it¬ 
self  even  in  ir  justic-o,  is  greater  than  it?  best  frionds 
are  willing  to  admit. 

There  is,  too,  tb’s  difficulty  in  attempting  to 
show  that  the  A.  11  M.  Society  has  seriously 
erred  and  violated  its  own  principles.  The  ques¬ 
tion  may  be  raised  who  are  the  responsible  actors  ? 
The  Executive  Committee  take  action.  This  ac¬ 
tion  they  defend  at  one  time  through  the  Home 
MissioTtary,  whose  ar^ic!eB  are  not  submitted  to 
the  Executive  Committee  before  publication  ;  or 
they  put  forward  amne  member  of  the  Committee, 
either  to  represent  their  views  through  the  col¬ 
umns  of  the  Independent,  as  in  1855,  or  in  the  col¬ 
umns  of  the  Evangelist,  as  in  1857.  There  may 
be  very  contradictory  principles  put  forth  in  these 
several  expositions ;  but  no  matter,  the  Committee 
is  not  responsible  for  any  of  them ;  and  the  Com¬ 
mittee  itself  is  not  the  Society. 

I  have  learned  many  years  ago  that  it  is  hard  to 
hold  a  voluntary  society  to  any  definite  responsi 
bility.  It  has  its  brief  constitution,  which  never 
defines  very  exactly  its  charasteristics,  spirit,  and 
policy.  Outside  of  its  oonstitution  it  has  its  “prin¬ 
ciples,"  and  its  “rules,"  wtich  are  never  written  or 
defined  until  the  time  comes  to  apply  them  to  a 
purpose,  and  when  that  time  does  come,  how  easy 
to  say,  This  or  that  has  always  been  a  “  principle” 
or  a  “rule”  of  the  Society  from  the  beginning ! 
And  how  are  such  asaerUons,  if  illfounded,  to  be 
disproved  ?  The  task  is  often  a  difficult  one. 

In  the  present  instance  there  is  still  another, 
and  more  serious  difficulty.  The  Home  Missionary 
Society  has  been  so  administered  as  to  have  ar¬ 
rayed  in  its  favor,  oa  every  queation,  almost  the 
whole  Congregational  denomiaation,  and  against 
its  procedure  in  important  respects,  every  decided 
Presbyterian  in  the  land  who  is  fnlly  acquainted 
with  its  doings.  Not  one  of  its  three  Secretaries 
haa  the  oonfidence  of  onr  Church,  as  a  reliable 
Presbyterian,  while  the  aenior  Secretary  Is  among 


Si-ciety’s  Ci'iniuiftee  gave  its  sanction  to  this  work 
by  ccmroissionitig  tha  itictratinar  Missionaries  of 
the  Piesbytery  fiom  1841  to  1853,  wuJi  the  distinct 
underitandi-ig,  r.&y,  sr  pulation,  that  they  s’lou'd 
labor  at  Urge  wirhia  the.  bauuds  of  the  Presbytery 
and  under  the  direction  of  that  body.  Thus,  for 
example,  in  1851,  the  Rev.  R..b‘.rt  Stewart  was 
commUsiored  by  the  Executive  Cemmitteo  “to 
publish  the  Go'pel  to  tte  de&titu‘e  wiihin  the 
bounds  ff  the  Pinbite^y  of  Ai'on,  ijnd>x  iiir,  di- 
RT.CTIOS  OF  THE  Co.VMITTEF  OF  MiSS'ONS  OF  Tllf: 

PrfsbyteiiY  ;  and  in  1852,  Mr.  Stewart  was  agaia 
coniinist-ior'.ed  to  pi  each  “  to  the  dtsiVuie  within  the 
bounds  of  the  AUon  Pie  hytery."  lu  the  Home 
sionary,  Lr  July,  1859,  an  attempt  i?  mtde  to 
cover  up  these  facts  by  a  quotation  from  the  appli- 
ca'ion  of  the  Coraiuittee  of  the  Presbytery  of 
APon  for  the  comaiUsionirg  of  Mr.  Chamberlin  in 
1840.  lu  that  application  the  Committee  of  the 
Presbytery  taid :  “  You  will  notice  that  he  is  not 
to  be  an  Evat  gelist,  but  to  have  his  regular  ap- 
pciintments  in  rpecified  places.”  But  why  did  not 
the  Home  Missionary  tell  its  readeis  that  the  Pres¬ 
bytery,  by  foimal  vote  in  1844  extended  the  prov¬ 
ince  of  its  general  mitsionaries  to  the  whole  terri¬ 
tory  embraced  in  the  Presbytery,  including  almost 
a  quarter  of  the  entire  Swite  ;  and  that  the  Execu 
live  Committee  of  the  Soc  ety  covimutioned  these  itin¬ 
erating  laborers  accordtngly.  for  eight  years  7  Why 
deceive  the  public  by  carefully  conceal  ng  the  most 
importsnt  fact  in  the  whole  hi.story  of  these  trans¬ 
actions  ?  But  in  1853  we  find  a  change  beginning 
to  be  foreshadowed  in  the  precedure  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  at  New  Yoik.  In  the  Spring  of  1852,  the 
General  Assembly  at  Washington  indicated  a  course 
of  Church  Extension  effort,  which  they  wished  to 
have  carried  out  by  Itinerating  laborers  in  all  our 
Presbyteries,  if  possible  in  cooperation  with  the 
A.  H.  M.  Society.  This  fact  seemed  to  excite  jeal¬ 
ousy  in  certain  quarters.  Then  in  the  Fall  of  1852 
the  Albany  Convention  formally  repealed,  as  far  as 
it  could,  the  old  “  Plan  of  Union”  between  Pres¬ 
byterians  and  Congregationalists ;  thus  taking  away 
the  foundation  on  which  the  A.  H.  M.  Society,  as  a 
CJOperative  institution^  was  built.  Meaiiwbile  a 
change  took  place  at  the  H.  M.  R  )om«,  by  the  de¬ 
cease  of  Dr.  Charles  Hall,  the  only  ex  animo  Pres¬ 
byterian  among  the  Secretaries.  It  is  not  very 
surpri^g  that  after  these  events  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Society  were  induced  to  char  ge 


at  vheir  Presbyterial  missions.’ 

The  entire  growth  of  the  Presbytery  since  1840  had 
been  achieved  by  missionary  labor  “  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  Presbytery,”  which  the  Committee  at  New 
'York  was  no  longer  willing  to  tolerate.  Solely  in 
consequence  of  this  fundamenUd  “change  of  policy," 
on  the  part  of  the  Society,  the  Presbytery,  in  1856,  re¬ 
solved  to  prosecute  its  PrcEbytcrial  missionary  work, 

(K  before,  and  to  submit  no  longer  to  be  harassed  by 
dt  pcndcnce  on  a  committee  a  thousand  miles  off,  that 
I  bad  so  signally  disregarded  the  under.standings  under 
which  the  Presbytery's  whole  work  of  Evangelization 
had  been  carried  forv.’ard  since  1644.  Let  the  Church 
and  the  world  know  that  the  “  cii.wge  of  policy,” 
which  led  to  the  rupture  between  the  A.  II.  M.  Soci¬ 
ety  and  the  Presbytery  of  Altou  in  1856,  was  made 
by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Sociitu,  under  the 
gnidaiice  of  the  Secretaries,  and  not  by  the  Presby¬ 
tery.  Most  reasonably  and  properly  did  the  Presby¬ 
tery  regard  itself  as  absolved  from  any  obligation  in¬ 
volved  in  the  arriingcments  of  1840  and  1844,  after 
Such  4  gros?  bn  aeh  of  faith  on  the  part  of  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee.  It  therefore  threw  itself  back  upon 
its  original  God-given  right  ns  a  Presbytery  to  prose¬ 
cute  its  groat  evangelical  work,  o.s  in  years  past,  only 
looking  no  longer  to  the  U.  M.  Society  for  aid  in  the 
support  of  its  Presbyterial  missions,  and  ceasing  to 
expect  contributions  to  its  treasury  from  its  feeble 
churches  that  were  recipients  of  the  Society’s  benefac¬ 
tions.  This  was  simply  cancelling  the  partially  auxil¬ 
iary  relation  of  the  Presbytery  to  the  H.  M,  Society, 
with  a'.lefpia'e  reason,  and  leaving  the  Society  to  treat 
with  iudlvidual  chprehes  in  the  Presbytery  accoiding 
to  its  original  principles  as  a  voUmtary  as  odation, 
bound  to  cooperate  icith  such  individuals  and  particular 
churches  as  may  choose  to  cooperate  V'  th  it. 

But  W3  mutt  expeise  another  imp<ortii?t  part  of 
this  CISC.  The  Home  Missionary  end-avors  to 
create  ike  i.'^presvlon  th\t  since  April,  1850,  great 
I!  justice  has  b.en  done  by  ike  Presbytery  to  the 
TI  M.  Sjcieiv  by  tha  diversiori  of  funds  from  tho 
Socieiy’s  T.'ea-ury,  while  the  chuichts  of  the 
Presby  tery  have  been  largely  aided  by  the  S.s- 
ciety.  The  represent.atioii  is  adroitly  worded,  so 
as  to  beer  a  true  construction,  and  jet  by  a  stud¬ 
ied  suppression  of  important  facts,  to  deceive  the 
Christian  public.  Tae  statement  is,  that  for  two 
and  a-half  years  since  April,  1856,  “  the  Presby¬ 
tery  expended  in  its  separate  missionary  work, 
more  than  ^2  500 that  “during  the  same  pe¬ 
riod  the  nine  self-sustaining  chuiches  in  the  Pres¬ 
bytery  made  but  three  contributions  to  this  So¬ 
ciety,  amounting  to  $93  50,  nearly  half  of  which 
was  from  a  Congregational  church,”  *  and  that 
“within  this  time  more  than  tweivty  of  the  church¬ 
es  of  the  Presbytery  were  sustained  by  this  So¬ 
ciety,  at  an  expense  of  $7,500.”  All  this  is  de¬ 


signed  to  create  the  impression  that  the  Church 
£xten?i-on  policy  of  the  Presbytery  has  of  late 
made  an  immense  diversion  of  funds  from  the  trea¬ 
sury  of  the  H.  M.  Society,  aad  devolved  new  and 
unexpected  burdens  upon  the  Society,  the  benefits 
of  which  are  ell  made  to  inure  unfairly  to  the 
furtherance  of  Presbyterianisic.  Now  for  the 

FACTS. 

1.  The  statement  that  more  than  $2,500  have 
been  expended  by  the  Presbytery,  in  two  years 
and  a  half,  in  its  separate  work,  is  an  exaggeration, 
by  about  $500. 

2.  The  contributions  of  the  Churches  connected 
with  the  Presbytery  during  three  years,  embracing 
these  two  years  and  a  half,  to  the  cause  of  Presby¬ 
terial  missions,  are  smaller,  in  proportion  to  the 
whole  amount  given  by  them  to  the  H.  M.  cause, 
than  were  their  contributions  for  the  same  object 
during  any  three  preceding  years  since  1840.  This 
will  be  apparent  to  any  one  who  will  take  the  trou¬ 
ble  to  make  the  comparison  from  the  statistics  be¬ 
low. 

3.  The  amounts  contributed  by  the  Churches  of  the 
Presbytery,  to  the  treasury  of  the  H.  M.  Society, 
since  April  1856,  are  more  than  five  times  as  large  as 
the  sum  of  their  contributions  to  the  same  treasury 
for  amyXqual  period  since  1840. 

It  will  bo  borne  in  mind  that  the  Presbytery 
has  had  its  own  treasury  since  1840,  and  that  the 
ceintributions  of  its  churches,  for  Presbyterial  mis¬ 
sions,  have  always  gone  directly  into  that  treasu¬ 
ry,  and  been  expended  under  the  direction  of  the 
Presbyterial  Committee,  on  the  field  of  the  Pres¬ 
bytery.  The  Committee  at  New  York  simply  ac¬ 
knowledged  the  aggregate  amount  each  year,  when 
it  was  reported  to  them  by  the  Presbyterial  Com¬ 
mittee.  But  since  1856,  these  contributions  have 
not  been  reported  and  acknowledged  as  before, 
solely  through  the  fiuli  pf  the  Society’s  Commit¬ 
tee.  The  Society  has  received  them  as  oiuch  as  be¬ 
fore.  The  whole  matter  of  crediting  these 
amounts  has  done  the  Society ’s  treasury  no  good 
from  the  beginning.  But  the  actual  receipts  of  the 
Society’s  treasury,  from  the  Churches  of  the  Pres¬ 
bytery,  has  been  largely  increased  since  April  1856. 

The  following  figures  have  been  carefully  made 
out  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Presbyterial  Com 
mittee :

It  thus  appears  that  in  no  year  from  1813  to  1856 
did  the  churches  of  Altou  Presbytery  contribute  more 
than  $50  to  the  treasury  of  the  Society  at  New  York  ; 
while  since^ that  time  Jhov  have  aimu^Ujt  cnnti-Umtr-il  in 
times  that  amount.  It  appetirs  that  contributions,  to  a 
small  extent,  were  received  into  the  Presbyterial  treas¬ 
ury  after  April  1856,  from  Home  Missionary  churdies, 
amounting  in  two  years  and  a  half  to  $170 — a  very 
natural  result,  as  those  churches  had  been  accustomed 
to  contribute  to  the  Presbyterial  treasury  for  fifteen 
years,  before  the  Society’s  “change  of  policy”  was 
fully  consummated.  Such  l|as  been  the  great  diver¬ 
sion  of  funds  from  the  Society’s  treasury  since  April 
1656  !  The  funds  of  the  treasury  have  been  expended, 
as  for  sixteen  years  befoi ;,  on  the  same  destitute  field, 
and  the  churches  under  its  care  have  increased  their 
donations  to  the  treasury  of  the  H.  M.  Society,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  general  cause,  five  fold. 

I  now  give  the  amounts  contributed  by  the  cluirehes 
of  Altou  Presbytery  to  the  Presbyterial  treasury  from 
1840  to  1859  :

We  find,  theu,  that  by  the  liberality  of  indieid 
uals,  the  contributijns  to  the  Presby  teiial  treas¬ 
ury  for  the  last  three  years  exceed  the  contribu¬ 
tion?  ti  the  same  trra-ury  for  any  previous  three 
years, by  some  $700;  wnile  the  coo trib'utions from 
the  churches  of  the  Presby  tery  to  the  treasury  of 
the  H.  M  Society  fer  the  tamo  time  have  been  in¬ 
creased  five  fold.  Within  tkes  j  three  years,  three 
new  churches  have  been  organized  by  the  Presby¬ 
terial  Mis-ioniry,  one  of  which  was  addtd  to  tbe 
field  of  i  mi.^sionary  already  sustained  by  the  A. 
H.  M.  S.  Another  has  received  aid  for  one  year  I 
only  ;  and  the  third  has  received  nothing.  Tne 
addition  to  the  expenditures  of  the  Society  by 
the  organization  of  these  churches  his  thus  been 
less  than  one  half  the  increase  of  clonatioss  from 
the  churches  of  the  Pre*byt.£ry  to  the  treasury  at 
New  York.  We  have  not  the  mean?  of  comp?.ring 
tbe  amounts  given  acnually  by  tbe  H.  M.  S  rciety 
to  aid  feeble  churches  under  the  care  of  Alton 
Presbytery  before  185G  ;  but  they  must  have  been 
on  an  average  considerably  larger  tlan  the  appro¬ 
priations  to  the  Fame  churches  have  been  sines  the 
Presbytery  took  its  independent  po‘itioa  as  to 
Presbyterial  mi'sions.  The  result  of  tbe  whole 
then  is,  that  the  treasury  of  tbe  H.  M.  Society  has 
been  the  gainer  by  the  change  in  f  be.position  of  the 
Presbytery  ;  and  the  Treasury  of  the  Presbytery 
has  also  received  a  considerable  incretse  in  its  re¬ 
sources.  This  is  the  gross  injustice  that  has  been 
doue  to  the  A.  H.  M.  Society  by  “  diverting  funds 
from  its  treasury,”  which  has  been  so  repretiented 
as  to  set  the  whole  Congregational  denomination 
throughout  the  country  in  a  bhze  of  righteous  in¬ 
dignation  !  And  this  is  the  pretext,  and  the  whole 
of  it,  which  has  been  used  by  the  Executive  Com 
mittee  of  the  H.  M.  Society  for  entering  upon  its 
great  “exscinding”  work  of  1859.  The  whole  is 
in  a  nutshell.  The  Presbytery  of  Alton  has  been 
for  eleven  years  pr:secutirg  a  noble  exploring 
missioxary  work,  under  the  directicn  of  its  own 
Committee,  and  with  the  high  w  mmendation  of 
tbe  H.  M  Society.  In  1852,  ’53,  and  ’54,  the  So¬ 
ciety  indicated  a  disposition  to  circumvent  this 
work,  but  Fuffered  it  to  go  on.  In  1855,  the  Com¬ 
mittee  at  New  York  manifested  a  determination 
to  tske  away  the  control  of  the  Prckby ferial  mis¬ 
sions  from  the  Presbytery,  and  to  rrstrict  tbe  la¬ 
bors  of  the  itinerating  missionary.  Tbis  tbe  Paesr 
bytery  would  not  submit  toj  ifeeling  that  whSt 
was  a  good  work  from  1844''to  185$  was  attU  a 


good  work.  And  in  taking  this  position  they  were 
not  influenced  at  all  by  the  Church  Extcn?ioi  riem- 
mittee  ef  the  General  As.<embly,  with  wbi;h  they 
had  no  Lrmal  connectica  whatever.  -The  result  as 
to  finarcs?  was,  that  tie  H.  M.  Society  became 
largely  the  gainer,  End  so  did  also  tho  Presovt  cry. 

But  the  difference  lies  just  here.  The  Pre^by-ff  ry 
re  used  to  give  up  its  long- tried  poficy  of  Pr-24.yte- 
-ul  missions,  which  the  H.M.  Society  had  appprev-

It  might  have  been  .supposed  that  after  al! «  m- 
blanceofan  auxiliary  relation  between  the  P-s- 
bytery  and  the  Society  had  been  canceled  the 
Society  would  have  re.sumtd  its  original  position 
towards  the  particular  Churches  under  the  cars  of 
the  Presbytery,  as  a  strictly  voluntary  Society 
having  nothing  to  do  with  Ecclesiastical  bodies  as 
such.  Bat,  no !  Revenge  was  determined  on,  and 
there  must  be  some  appearance  of  rea.soa  for  tak¬ 
ing  it.  As  the  special  relation  of  Alton  Pr.:sb7- 
tery  to  the  Society  had  been  cancelled,  it  must  now 
be  assumed  that  the  Presbytery  on  the  same  bajia 
as  all  other  New  School  Presby teries, is  an  “auxil¬ 
iary"  nolens  volens,  to  the  Society,  and  is  therefore 
bound  still  by  the  rules  of  the  Society.  Accord-^ 
ingly,  without  previous  notice,  ten  feeble  churches 
are  “exscinded,”  as  a  punishment  for  the  sins  of 
the  “auxiliary”  Presbytery.  We  shall  hereafter 
examine  this  fiction  of  “  auxiliary  ”  Presbyteries, 
and  the  “  rules”  that  have  been  enacted  to  cut  off 
our  feeble  churches. 

It  need  only  be  added  in  this  connection  that 
after  the  “exscinding  acts  ”  of  the  H.  M.  Society 
were  known,  in  April  last,  tha  Presby  tery  of  Alton 
nobly  resolved  to  maintain  its  old  posit  on  and 
policy,  with  only  one  or  two  dissenting  votes,  iu  a 
very  large  meeting,  and  after  a  very  full  d.:scus- 
sion,  in  which  the  agent  of  the  H.  M  Sccicty  par- 
ticipated. 

Other  Presbyterie?. 

The  Presbytery  of  Alton  has  been  put  forward 
as  the  great  sinner  in  relation  to  this  matter  of 
Church  Extension.  But  the  churches  of  other 
Presbyteries,  that  have  never  had  ary  spscial  ar¬ 
rangement  with  the  H.  M.  Society  have  bicn 
treated  in  the  same  manner  as  those  of  Alton 
Presbytery.  We  believe  feeble  churches  lave 
been  “exscinded”  in  every  Presbytery  that  has 
ventured  to  employ  an  itinerating  missi.cDsry, 
without  the  consent  of  the  Society.  The  churches 
in  the  Presbyteries  of  Wabash  and  Schuyler  .ere 
examples.  Worse  than  this.  The  churches  of 
Milwaukee  Presbytery  have  hsen  cut  off,  without 
any  complunt  whatever  against  the  Prestiytery, 
which  has  no  Presbyterial  missionary.  Oa  what 
ground?  Avowedly  on  the  sole  ground  that  the 
first  church  of  Milwaukee  is  accused  (untru’y  we 
learn)  of  having  refused  to  contribute  to  thef-ands 
of  the  H.  M.  Society  for  some  years  past.  The 
following  are  extracts  from  a  letter  of  Dr.  Coe, 
Secretary  of  the  H.  M.  Society,  to  Rev.  J.  S. 
Lord,  of  Barton,  Wisconsin,  ’dated  June  17,  1859 ;

Fifty-nine  years  of  remarkahle  life  ended !  Sud¬ 
den  the  stroke,— sts It liig  the  fall!  But  very 
s  Idem  in  human  career,  do  three-score  years  so 
b’ortrm  and  so  ripen.

Now  this  magic  idealism 
has  an  actual  fourdation,  which  was  ^e  real 
power  of  it,  as  he  used  it;  for  these  simple,  vulgar 
things,  afiiliated  to  their  natural  possibilities,  do 
actually  encircle  all  these  ranges  of  contact,  com¬ 
monly  sty  led  imaginary.  They  are  not  so.  Tfiey 
arc  a  reality.  Genius  just  threads  them  together, 
and  wCi,wtndcr,  and  call  it  imaginary.  This  de¬ 
parted  genius  was  a  mc-del  in  the  use  of  these 
gifts.  His  fame  tad  its  roots  and  bracches  in 
those  rare  faculties.

tion  of  change  in  the  occupation  and  entire  pur¬ 
suit  of  life  was  once  before  us.  Mr.  Choate  heard 
of  it,  and  sent,  “  Come  and  see  me  at  —  A  M.” 
It  was  the  summons  cf  a  true  friend.  His  heart 
was  astir  with  interest.  Entering  the  closet  of 
the  office,  he  took  the  sofa  and  two  or  thr  ee  chairs 
and  began.  Restless  as  in  the  stinted  courtroom, 
which  he  ceaselessly  paced  as  he  argued,  he 
twirled  and  twisted,  and  with  an  affluence,  mag¬ 
nificence,  comprehensiveness,  ahd  persuasiveness, 
inimitable,  talked.  Others  before  had  plead 
the  case  in  many  bearings,  but  now  ’twas  lifted 
into  a  wholly  superior  sphere ;  a  myriad  of  fresh 
lights  sprang  out  around  it,  contingencies  and  cer¬ 
tainties,  possibilities  and  realities,  information  and 
suggestion,  all  as  far  above  the  ordinary  range  as 
genius  is  above  talent,  filled  this  magnificent  talk. 
Indeed,  we  have  seddom  seen  him  touched  to  the 
quick  of  his  thought  more  fully.  Every  prefer¬ 
ence  against  which  he  spoke,  fell  prostrate ;  every 
conclusion  he  assailed  was  rented,  and  the  whole 
groups  of  ioclications  and  half-formed  decisions 
swept  from  the  field. 

Other  examples,  other  p^ens  will  doubtless  trace 
in  tribute  to  that  exceeding  skill  in  conversation 
which  safTused  his  entire  social  character.  But 
our  column  outgrows  its  limit.  In  reverent  admi¬ 
ration  wc  mourn  this  son  of  genius— heir  cf  fame. 
Not  one  town,  one  city,  or  a  province  alone,  are 
enriched  by  his  existence,  but  the  race  arc  his 
heirs,  XJnlxim  mind  across  oceans  shall  catch  im¬ 
pulses  from  the  flame, — h$  was,  and  in  circles  nigher 
the  field  of  his  toils,  his  name  will  long  be  a  sug¬ 
gestion  of  gifts  resplendent,  and  of  deeds  to  be  ad¬ 
mired. 

We  lament  that  his  grave  is  not  more  radiant 
with  devotion  to  Christ — his  professed  Master — 
and  his  dust  more  redolent  with  “  the  faith  which 
works  hy  love."  w.

No  true  and  just  biographer 
will  choose  to  linger  long  upon  the  spaces  bttweta 
the  vows  of  a  Christian  profession,  and  the  conform¬ 
ations  of  the  daily  life  uuto  them  in  this  carter  of 
fame. 

Had  a  pure  and  more  decisive  faith  and  works  to 
■show  it,  been  enthroned  in  the  heart,  bmcimg  its 
passions,  inspiring,  purifying,  sanctifying  its  im¬ 
pulses,  the  tomb  might  have  waited  longer  for  its 
tenant,  and  then  have  gleamed  with  raciacccs,  few 
departed  names  ever  wore. 

We  miy  ba  blamed  for  it.  but  frankly  we  de¬ 
plore  Mr.  Choate’s  caoice  of  profession.  Not  that 
the  choice  disobeyed  the  conviciions  and  preferen¬ 
ces  of  his  mind,  when  made ;  hut  had  other  con. 
vlctions  and  prefirtuces  earned  him  into  a  profes¬ 
sion  lets  thronged  by  Umplalien  on  the  one  oaud^ 
*r.d  on  the  otLcr  ifitiing  him  the  royalest  fields  of 
e’.cquecce, — aith  ranges  of  appeal,  ins  uiitqualkd 
flights  of  speech  ccald  iave  utefuliy  traveifed;

Massillon,  Bjstuet,  Irving,  and  Chalmers,  are 
seme  of  the  tsmes  we  thirk  of,  as  lakitg  into  their 
<xmpany  fel.owsLip  of  tame,  the  one  we  deplore 
Few  men  have  we  ever  krowu  Laving  such  vast 
elemental  power  for  pulpit  siivice.  The  sTriit 
darting  of  Lis  thought  over  a  subject,  the  fiery  glaa 
oes  of  speech,  the  ticeanting  ry  thm  of  his  words 
(with  the  awful  concerns  of  the  soul  for  a  theme), 
would  have  won  throngs  to  Lis  feet. 

We  can’t  help  feeling  that  that  grand  life  was 
largely  a  waste.  The  thtilis  of  eloquence  over 
coach-wheel,  before  a  common  jury  ;  the  matchless 
oratory  on  a  ten-shilling  suit  in  a  country  justice’s 
effice,  ot  which  we  are  toW  ;  anl  even  upon  the  rel¬ 
atively  vast  material  mu  rests  he  often  had  in  hand, 
are  comparatively  so  fruitless  on  the  scale  of  the 
worla’s  great  impulses,  or  sturcB  of  knowledge,  or 
soy  very  valuable  benefit,  that  we  can  but  deplore 
the  ex^enciture  of  gifts  upon  them. 

If  every  juior  bad  been  a  thousand  auditors,  and 
every  maMer-deea  of  his  eloquence  fulmined  over 
balf  the  world,  as  it  might  have  done,  how  different 
the  sum  of  life’s  labors  from  what  now  it  is.  Al 
most  in  reverence  we  rtcHi  an  instance  of  men<al 
muUry  over  pain  ana  depression  once  witnessed 
in  hum  A  sharp  rheumatam,  some  yeirs  ago, 
fearfully  shook  his  earthly  tabernacle.  One  day 
we  overlook  bim  on  the  sidewalk  in  Boeton,  pain¬ 
fully  cr»  oping  along,  with  a  stout  cane  in  each 
hand  He  tad  ju»t  come  from  the  “chamber  ol 
pains  untold Le  said.  Our  salutation  made  some

— Messrs.  Editors :  We  are 
a  very  quiet  and  peaceable  people  in  Ccnnecticut, 
and  bappy  in  contributing  liberally,  according  to 
our  means,  to  the  various  benevolent  objects  of  the 
day — having  great  confidence  in  our  noble  socie¬ 
ties,  especially  the  American  Board  and  A.  H.  M. 
Society.  Through  these  channels  we  choose  to 
contribute ;  but  we  are  not  unwilling  to  answer 
special  cases.  We  have  recently  been  visited  by  a 
Methodist  minister,  with  a  Congregational  wife,  in 
behalf  of  Rev.  Stephen  D.  Peet,  of  New  London, 
Wis. ;  and  they  certainly  have  labored  very  bard 
for  him  as  one  very  destitute,  and  have  received, 
in  our  small  village,  $70  and  a  large  box  of  cloth¬ 
ing.  From  us  they  have  passed  to  other  towns, 
doing,  I  presume,  equally  well,  though  in  some, 
where  it  was  thought  their  manner  was  a  little 
too  imperious,  they  obtained  but  little.  Now, 
some  among  us  have  queried,  since  their  departure, 
whether  it  is  not  better  for  such  men  as  Mr.  Peet 
to  be  helped  through  the  Home  Missionary  Soeie- 
ty,  or  some  other  public  channel  ?  Who  Mr.  Peet 
is,  or  who  these  agents  are,  is  not  known  to  all. 
Doubtless  much  aid  would  thus  ]?e  soon  realized, 
and  if  such  solicitors  fur  individuals  are  encouraged, 
will  they  not  speedily  increase,  to  the  great  detri¬ 
ment  of  institutions4a  which  we  confide?

As  for 
our  Society,  we  will  add  that  we-  have  published 
t’ue  Italian  Testament  of  Diodati,  at  Geneva,  and 
have  inetructed  curfrienda  there  and  at  Paris  to 
furnish  Italy  and  the  armies  liberally  with  the 
Scriptures,  and  rely  on  us  for  aid.

The 
subject  was  very  thoroughly  handled.  The  Com¬ 
mencement  proper  took  place  en  Wednesday.  The 
graduating  class  numbered  ten.  Five  of  the  num¬ 
ber  will  enter  the  ministry.  The  exercises  of  the 
occasion  were  closed  with  a  Baccalaureate,  whose 
thoughts  were  like  blocks  of  squared  marble  in  the 
walls  of  a  temple.  The  Alumni  Dinner  was  a  very 
pleasant  affair.  Charles  Cruft,  E  q  ,  presided.  Mr. 
Hanna,  of  Terre  Haute,  responded  for  the  Bar ;  R. 
C.  Gregory,  K-q.,  of  Lafayette,  for  the  Judisiary ; 
Charles  White,  M.D.,  of  New  Orleans,  for  the 
Medical  Faculty.  Mr.  Gregory’s  speech  revived 
reminiscences  of  the  past  history  of  the  College, 
with  which  he  had  been  ccaversant  from  the  first. 
Dr.  White’s  speech  proved  folly  that  wit  knows  no 
North  nor  South.  The  clergy  being  called  for,  a 
speaker  undertook  to  defend  them  against  the 
charge  that  they  liked  to  eat  chickens.  A  hen  had 
once  laid  a  plot  and  hatched  a  conspiracy  against  the 
clergy,  by  interrupting  him  with  loud  cackling, 
when  preaching  in  a  barn.  Sicce  then,  his  con¬ 
science  is  clear  to  eat  chickens  when  he  gets  a 
a  chance.  He  seemed  to  think  that  a  lay  member 
should  keep  silent  when  the  regular  clergy  are 
preaching.  The  speeches,  like  the  dinner,  present¬ 
ed  great  variety— some  things  to  make  one  laugh, 
and  some  that  thrilled  a  tender  cord  and  brought 
a  tear.  Rev.  Daniel  Rice,  of  L»fayette,  in  his 
earnest  and  Impressive  style,  ia  replying  on  behalf 
of  the  strangers  present,  uttered  some  valuable 
thoughts,  showing  that  developed  mind  always 
proves  the  unity  of  the  race.

Vnion  College  at  Sclienectady  was  establisbed 
in  17G5.  Tiie  plan  of  such  an  institution  bad 
been  agitated  as  early  as  1779.  Tue  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  tbe  Isortbern  counties  of  the  State  were 
dissatisfied  with  the  remote  location,  if  not  the 
management,  of  Columbia  College,  and  de¬ 
manded  an  institution  of  their  own  to  meet 
their  local  wants.  In  the  petition  to  the  As¬ 
sembly  of  1779,  Schenectady  was  designated  as 
the  site  of  the  institution. 

A  favorable  report  upon  the  petition  was 
made  to  the  Assembly,  and  the  petiiiorers  were 
allowed  to  bring  in  a  bill  to  answer  their  design, 
at  the  next  sessicn  of  the  Assembly ;  but  lie 
emergencies  of  the  war  diverted  atleotlon  from 
a  project  which  could  flourish  only  m  the  atmos¬ 
phere  of  peace.  Several  years  passed  by,  and 
the  only  progress  which  had  been  made  in  1791 
—when  a  petition  for  liberty  to  ask  incorpora¬ 
tion  for  a  College  was  laid  before  the  S’ate  Le¬ 
gislature— was  tbe  establishment  of  an  Academy 
on  the  site  of  the  future  college.  T!;e  prayer  of 
tbe  pe'.ilion  was  not  granted,  and  it  \.as  not 
till  four  years  later  that  a  charter  could  he  ob¬ 
tained. 

The  institution  derived  its  name  f'ora  the 
union  of  diiTerent  jeligious  Ccuoin 'nations  in  its 
establishment.  The  Presbyterians  and  the  ilc 
formed  Dutch  were  most  active  in  their  coiia- 
eration.  John  Dlair  Smi:b,  a  son  of  P.obcrt 
Smith,  of  Pequa,  was  chosen  its  i'rst  PrciJdcnt. 
For  twelve  years  he  bad  had  charge  of  1  tampden 
Sidney  College  in  Virginia,  and  for  four  years 
had  been  pastor  of  the  Pine  street  church  in 
Philadelphia.  He  was  a  decided  Presbyterian, 
but  of  a  liberal  spirit  and  well  fitted  for  tbe 
post  which  he  was  now  called  to  occupy.  Uc 
presided  over  the  infant  instituMon  for  three 
years  with  great  credit  and  success,  and  to  Ino 
influence  in  this  promioent  posit.ou  the  future 
ecclesiastical  type  of  the  new  settlements  in 
Western  New  York  was  largely  due. 

Soon  after  Lis  inauguration  ao  President,  in 
the  Summer  of  1795,  a  young  clergyman,  sent 
out  by  the  Connecticut  Roc'ety  on  r  mission  to 
the  “  Settlements,”  passed  through ;  '.chencctady 
and  was  invited  by  President  Siuiih  to  spend 
the  night  at  hi*  boose.  Irquiring  of  the  youn 
man  his  views,  objects,  and  theatre  of  aotiou 
he  found  that  he  had  been  trained  in  the  Con 
gregational  Church,  that  his  sympathies  were 
with  it,  and  that  his  opinions  were  in  favor  of 
its  form  of  Church  Covemment  WMc-al  di 
eossiog  at  large  question  of  denominational 
forms.  President  Smith  directed  the  attention 
of  bis  visitor  to  the  fact  that  the  orthodox 


churches  of  New  England  held  “  substantially 
the  same  faith  f.s  the  Presbyterian,”  and  “  this 
being  the  case,”  ho  asked,  '■  is  it  wise,  is  it 
Christiiu,  to  divide  the  sparse  population  hold- 
j  iog  the  siote  faith,  already  scattered,  and  here¬ 
after  to  be  scattered,  over  this  vast  new  terri¬ 
tory,  into  two  distinct  ecclesiastical  organizi- 
tions,  and  thus  pteveut  each  from  enjoying  those 
means  of  grace,  which  both  might  much  sooner 
enjoy  but  for  such  division?  Would  it  not  be 
better  for  the  entire  Church  that  these  two 
divisions  should  make  mutual  concessions,  and 
thus  eflftict  a  common  organization  on  an  accom¬ 
modation  plan,  with  a  view  to  meet  the  condi¬ 
tion  of  communities  so  situated?” 

The  arguments  used  by  President  Smith  were 
deemed  conclusive  by  the  young  clergyman. 
They  gave  a  new  direction  to  his  efforts,  and 
led,  through  tbe  influence  of  other  Congrega- 
tionalists  whom  he  induced  to  cooperate,  to  the 
formation  of  numerous  Presbyterian  churches 
on  the  accommodation  plan,  and  flaally  to  the 
Plan  of  Union. 

This  origicafed,  therefore,  with  the  Ex- 
president  of  HsDipden  Sidney  College,  and  was 
carried  into  effect  largely  through  the  influence 
of  the  young  clergyman  who  had  passed  the 
night  with  him,  on  his  journey  to  his  mission¬ 
ary  field.  That  clergyman  was  Eiiphalct  Nott, 
who,  through  the  influence  of  President  Smith, 
was  induced  to  accept  the  pastorale  of  the  Pres¬ 
byterian  cburch  of  Albany  in  1798,  and  in  1804 
succeeded  to  the  post  which  the  latter  had  occu¬ 
pied  as  President  of  Union  College. 

Thus  six  years  before  the. Connecticut  Gene¬ 
ral  Association  prepared  the  “  Plan  of  Union,” 
it  bad  been  substantially  sketched  out  and 
adopted  by  two  men,  one  an  unquestioned  Pres¬ 
byterian,  and  the  other  a  decided  Congregation- 
alist,  each  a  fair  representative  of  his  own  de¬ 
nomination,  and  when  it  was  introduced  to  the 
attention  of  the  General  Assembly  in  1801,  it 
was  on  the  motion  of  D,'.  Edwards,  the  then 
President  of  Union  College,  who  was  chairman 
of  the  Committee,  to  which  the  subject  was  com¬ 
mitted.  And  it  was  indeed  time  that  some  meth¬ 
od  should  bo  devised  for  meeting  an  emergency 
that  had  never  occurred  before,  of  harmoniziiig 
the  action  and  effort  of  two  dencminations,  dif¬ 
fering  only  in  their  foim  cf  government,  and  occu¬ 
pying  the  samefi'-ld.  The  tide  of  emigration  had 
begun  already  to  set  strongly  toward  the  West. 
By  the  trea’y  of  1704,  between  the  United 
Scat«'S  and  tJie  Six  Nations,  the  danger  of  depre¬ 
dations  to  settlers- was  removed,  and  a  large  and 
fertile  region  was  opened  to  the  surplus  popula¬ 
tion  of  tbe  Atlantic  S’afes.  The  Genesee  Val¬ 
ley  became  an  Eldorado  to  the  youthful  enter¬ 
prise  of  the  East,  and  the  fame  of  its  wheat- 
fields  was  scarcely  less  exciting,  than,  at  a  later 
period,  the  report  of  California  Gold.  The 
want  of  roads  was  no  ‘sufficient  check  to  this 
newly  awaJ^cted  energy  of  purpose,  refusing  any 
longer  to  be  pent  up  tbe  bounds  of  the 

older  States.  The  io habitants  of  Albany  ro»- 
garded  the  tide  of  emigration  which  passed 
through  their  city — the  priucipal  avenue  to  the 
Western  country— in  the  Winter  of  1795,  as’a 
strange  phenomenon.  The  old  Dutch  citizens 
were  not  a  little  surprised  and  astonished  to  see 
the  loaded  sleighs  and  oxsleds  go  by.  Twelve 
hundred  of  the  former,  loaded  with  men,  women, 
children,  and  furniture,  passed  through  the 
city  within  three  days,  and  on  the  twenty-eighth 
of  February,  five  hundred  were  counted,  on 
their  way,  between  sunrise  and  sunset.* 

At  this  gateway  of  the  West,  the  young  man 
who  had  become  a  convert  to  the  views  of  Pres¬ 
ident  Smith,  was  stationed  at  this  critical  period. 
The  Connecticut  pastors  on  their  missionary 
tours,  would  not  pass  without  stopping  on  their 
way  to  consult  and  advise  with  their  pioneer 
brother,  who  had  traversed  tbe  region  before 
them,  and  whose  large  heart  and  sound  judg¬ 
ment  were  ever  ready  at  their  service.  With 
nothing  of  ccclesiasiical  bigotry  or  prejudice  to 
blind  their  views — with  hearts  all  aglow  with 
sjmpaihy  for  the  destitution  which  they  had 
witoc-ssed— with  deep  anxiety  for  the  religious 
wclLrc  of  a  young  empire,  springing  up  in  the 
wilderness,  it  was  only  natural  that  (hey  should 
feel  thi  j.iselves,  and  endeavor  to  impress  on 
others,  too  necessity  of  united  effort  to  plant 
Gospel  iosjitu'ions  all  over  a  broad  waste,  soon 
to  be  alive  with  men.  The  General  Association 
of  Coiirteoticut,  standing  already  on  the  Semi- 
Presbyterian  Sajbrook  platform,  and  with  its 
leading  members,  like  Dwight,  and  Backus,  and 
Strong,  decidedly  in  favor  of  a  nearer  approxiq^a- 
tion  to  the  Presbyterian  system,  felt  that  it 
was  no  recreancy  to  principle,  and  scarcely  a 
compromise  of  feeling,  to^  cheer  on  the  efforts  of 
Presbyterians,  in  building  up  cburches  of  their 
order  in  the  new  settlements.  Hence,  when  the 
idea  of  a  plan  cf  union  was  once  suggested  to 
them,  it  not  only  met  with  no  opposition,  but 
was  warmly  favored.  The  Association  took  tbe 
initiative,  therefore,  in  the  proposal  of  a  pUn, 
first  suggested  by  a  leading  Presbyterian,  then 
seconded  by  the  experience  of  pastors  and  mis- 
sionaiies,  and  finally  adopted  by  both  parties 
without  a  dissenting  voice.  It  is  a  noble  mon¬ 
ument  of  tbe  liberal  feeling  both  of  the  Con- 
grcgalionalists,  and  the  Presbyterians  of  the 
period,  and  the  Exscinding  Assembly,  of  1837, 
paid  it  no  unmerited  tribute,  when  they  admit¬ 
ted  that  it  WAS  “  projected  and  brought  into  op¬ 
eration  by  some  of  the  wisest  and  best  men  the 
Presbyterian  Church  has  ever  known.” 

In  1801,  a  committee  was  appointed  by  tbe 
General  Association  of  Connecticut,  to  confer 
with  a  committee  to  be  appointed  by  the  General 
Assembly,  on  tbe  plan  of  union  to  be  adopted 
The  Committee  of  tbe  Association  consisted  of 
the  ilcv.  'Ics.'^rs.  John  Cmailey,  Levi  Hart,  and 
Camiiel  Btatchford ;  tint  of  the  Assembly  of 
the  ilev.  Drs.  Edwards,  ]\j<'ivu}ght-,  and  Wood 
hull,  and  Ilev.  ^letsrs.  Hutton  and  BUtchford 
the  last  of  whom,  as  delegate  from  the  Associa¬ 
tion,  was  also  a  member  of  the  Assembly. 

The  re.;ult  of  tLcir  conference  was  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  the  plan  of  union — a  plan  which,  for 
more  than  the  lifetime  of  a  generation,  se-cured 
the  friendly  and  harmonious  cooperation  of  two 
Christian  denominations,  in  a  work  whose  mag¬ 
nitude  and  beneficence  future  centuries  will 
record. 


VALUE  AND  POWBH  OF  FaITH. 

How  hard  it  seems  for  us  to  believe  that  the 
Lord  JesHs  can  do  all  for  the  soul  that  it  stands 
in  need  of. 

“  Believe  on  the  Lord  Jcius  Christ,  and  thou 
shalt  be  saved,”  was  the  direction  of  Paul  to  a 
trembling  soul ;  and  our  Saviour  said :  “  He 
that  helievtih  in  Me,  though  he  were  dead,  yet 
shall  he  live."  This  is  a  most  precious  prom¬ 
ise — none  could  be  more  so ;  but  how  slow  is 
the  soul,  even  though  distressed  with  a  sense  of 
its  lost  condition,  to  believe  tbat  life  from  the 
dead,  salvation  from  the  curse  of  the  law,  can 
be  obtained  by  faith  in  Christ.  Many  who  ask, 
“What  must  I  do  to  be  saved?”  mean  by  it 
just  this  ;  “  What  can  I  do  to  merit  ox  purchase 
salvation  ?”  “  Hew  can  I  save  myself  ?" 

Even  after  the  soul,  in  vainly  striving  to  hew 
out  for  itself  cisterns  which  will  hold  a  little 
water  for  its  refreshment,  is  at  last  driven  by 
the  necessities  of  the  case  to  Jesus,  and  finds 
peace  in  His  righteousness,  it  is  sad  to  see  it 
leaving,  and  almost  forgetting  this  only  Saviour, 
to  rely  upan  its  own  imagined  resources.  How 
tbe  notion  clings  to  us  all  the  way,  tbat 
we  are,  somehow,  to  lay  up  a  store  of  merit,  in 
consideration  of  which  God  will  look  upon  us 
with  favor. 

How  often  are  wo  kept  away  from  the  Mercy 
Seat  by  a  sense  of  sin  and  uaworihiness,  forget¬ 
ting  that  we  arc  never  heard,  and  never  to  he 
heard,  but  for  Jesus'  sake,  and  that  whatever 
wc  ask  in  His  name  will  be  granted.  Wnat  a 
valuable  statement  that  is  which  St.  James 
makes,  immediately  after  the  declaration,  that 
the  effectual,  fervent  prayer  of  the  righteous 
man  availeth  much  :  “  Elias  was  a  man  subject 
to  like  passions  as  wc  are,  and  he  prayed  earn¬ 
estly  that  it  might  not  rain,  and  it  rained  not 
oa  the  earth  by  tho  space  of  three  years-  and 
six  months.” 

Not  with  our  own,  but  with  the  righteousness 
of  Jesus,  may  we  enforce  our  plea  at  the  Throne 
of  Grace,  and  be  sure  of  favor  and  blessing. 

What  boundless  stores  of  grace  are  treasured 
up  in  Christ,  for  the  enriching  of  all  who  be¬ 
lieve  !  Ala.s !  that  our  unbelief  should  keep  us 
iu  such  poverty  and  leanness,  when  in  our 
Father’s  house  there  is  bread  enough,  and  to 
spare.  We  may  well  thank  God  if  we  are  able 
to  say  :  “  Lord  I  believe;”  but  if  wc  are  not 
wholly  ignorant  cf  our  great  sin,  we  shall  not 
fail  to  offer  most  earnestly  in  every  prayer,  the 
petition  :  “  Lord  help  my  unbelief.” 

The  language  of  faith  is :  “I  can  do  all 
things  through  Christ  strerigther)ing  me;”  and 
in  this  confidence  the  believer  lives  daily,  labor 
ii'g  in  the  cause  of  his  Master  with  profit  to  his 
own  soul,  while  he  is  made  instrumental  in  the 
salvation  of  others.  Such  faith  casts  out  fear, 
causing  us  to  rejoice  in  the  full  assurance  that 
God  is  able  and  willing  to  do  for  us  exceeding 
abundantly  above  all  that  we  are  able  to  ask,  or 
even  think.  ‘  c.

THE  EVANGELIZATION  OP  GREAT  CITIES.

It  is  doubtless  a  wise  policy,  to  arrange  the 
forces  of  Christianity  in  such  a  way  as  to  render  I 
them  most  effective.  While  the  Church  is  bound 
to  go  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  Gospel 
to  every  oicature,  to  disciple  ail  nations,  there 
are  points  in  the  vast  field  which  cannot  be  over¬ 
looked  without  great  peril  and  detriment  to  the 
common  cause.  These  points  are  the  gieat 
cities  of  the  world,  and  among  these  the  cLuf 
cities  of  Christian  countries  demand  the  first  at¬ 
tention  of  the  friends  of  Christ.  These  foun¬ 
tains  must  be  purified,  if  we  expect  streams  of 
living  and  healing  waters  to  flow  from  them. 

.  Our  American  cities  need  in  them  a 
new  sowing  to  tbe  Spirit,  that  from  this  precious 
seed,  watered  with  abundant  prayers,  they  may 
reap  fruit  unto  life,  and  peace,  and  the  public 
weal.  There  is  a  loud  call  for  a  large  inen*  e 
and  expansion  of  all  these  agencies  and  appli¬ 
ances  which  this  Society  is  now  employing  with 
FO  much  success  in  the  chief  cities  of  our  land. 
They  need  an  army  of  faithful  and  effective  la¬ 
borers,  instead  of  the  few  scattered  bands  that 
are  now  so  sparingly  supplied,  and  so  feebly 
supported.  Hundreds  of  missionaries,  colp-or- 
teurs,  Bible-readers,  teachers,  and  scores  of  in¬ 
dustrial  schools,  ought  to  be  promptly  furnished, 
to  meet  the  immediate  and  prcssiug  exigencies 
of  our  Americau  cities. 

The  Church  of  Rome  has  never  overlooked 
these  great  centres  of  p-ower.  She  occupies  and 
foiiifies  the  cities  of  Christendom.  Upon  them 
she  expends  her  funds,  and  her  forces.  In  them 
she  plants  her  machinery,  and  arrays  the  agen¬ 
cies  by  which  she  seeks  to  hold  their  masses  iu 
bondage.  It  Las  been  her  policy  in  this  coun¬ 
try  to  encourage  the  collection  of  great  multi¬ 
tudes  at  the  principal  points,  not  with  the  view 
to  elevate  and  improve  the  condition  of  these 
ignorant  masses,  but  to  use  them  for  her  own 
purposes  of  political  and  ecclesiastical  aggian- 
diz.ment.  The  only  way  to  keep  our  great  cap¬ 
itals  from  luin,  is  to  give  to  these  myriads,  de¬ 
prived  of  the  Bible,  and  of  the  right  to  think 
tni  act  for  themselves,  tbat  divine  truth  which 
alone  can  feed  their  famisbiug  souls,  and  make 
them  a  free,  industrious,  intelligent,  and  pros¬ 
perous  people. 

Gur  large  cities  possess  ample  means  for  the 
accomplishment  of  this  work.  The  men,  the 
institutions,  and  all  the  facilities  for  effectively 
carrying  on  these  labors  of  love,  are  at  Land. 
Providence  has  lodged  in  the  Protestant 
churches  of  our  large  towns  the  power,  and 
along  with  it  the  solemn  responsibility,  of  con¬ 
ducting  and  sustaining  this  needful  service. 
The  very  life  and  progress  of  Protestantism  de¬ 
pend  on  a  prompt  and  vigorous  exercise  of  this 
power,  and  the  liberal  maintenance  of  such  a 
service.  Recent  revivals  have  brought  into 
Christ’s  kingdom  many-who  are  placed  in  these 
high  positions  of  influence  for  just  such  a  time, 
and  such  a  purpose  as  this.  The  words  of  wis¬ 
dom,  and  cf  warning,  uttered  by  our  Divine 
Teacher,  Lave,  in  this  point  of  view,  a  fearful 
application : 

”  For  whosoever  bath,  to  him  shall  be  given, 
and  he  shall  have  more  abundantly ;  but  who¬ 
soever  hath  not  (doth  not  prize  and  improve 
what  he  bath),  from  him  shall  be  taken  away 
even  that  be  hath.” 

The  representative  character  of  our  cities  in¬ 
volves  the  obligation  of  the  whole  country,  to 
aid  in  leavei-ing  these  centres  with  a  pure  and 
living  Chrisiiaiii'y.  '.''he  lural  districts  of  the 
interior  have  a  deep  iut  -ve  t  in  the  moral  char¬ 
acter  and  spititnil  weiruTc  of  the  great,  eii.

THE  WALDENSES. 

The  following  extracts  from  a  letter,  which 
we  find  in  the  Journal  of  Commerce,  written 
by  Rev.  Dr.  Revel,  tbe  Moderator  of  the  Synod 
of  the  Waldenses,  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Baird,  con¬ 
tains  a  clear  aud  full  statement  of  the  educational 
and  religious  institutions  of  this  martyr-people. 
It  will  be  read  with  much  interest  at  the  pres¬ 
ent  time,  when  Northern  and  Central  Italy  are 
opening  up  for  the  reception  of  the  Gospel. 

After  expressing  the  gratitude  of  the  Synod 
for  the  “  brotherly  approval,  the  prayers,  and 
the  substantial  epuperation”  of  friends  at  home 
and  abroad,  he  says : 

We  have  urgent  need  of  it.  You  will  under¬ 
stand  it  easily,  and  will  assist  us  with  your  love 
aud  zeal,  so  constant  aud  active.  Besides  the 
inconveniences  and  the  great  difficulties  engen¬ 
dered  within  our  Chutcb,  and  in  the  bosom  of 
families,  bj  this  terrible  war,  which  removes 
from  US  all  our  ablebodied  men,  from  20  to  35 
years  old,  our  necessities  and  our  duties  aug¬ 
ment  in  the  army,  and  in  the  parts  of  Italy 
which  are  freeing  themselves  so  rapidly  from 
the  yoke  of  Austria  with  her  Concordat,  and  of 
tbe  Pope.  The  Synod  has  very  warmly  recom¬ 
mended  the  Table  to  put  forth  all  its  energies  to 
develop  the  work  of  evangelization  in  the  dif¬ 
ferent  Italian  stations  which  we  have  established, 
and  to  create  others  as  the  possibility  offers. 
It  is  to  fulfill  this  injunction  of  the  Synod,  aud 
to  obey  a  duty  felt  in  a  very  lively  manner, 
that  we  have  sent  the  retiring  Moderator,  pastor 
Malan,  to  Florence,  to  take  up  again  the  work 
of  evangelization  so  abruptly  interrupted  iu 
1851  by  the  Tuscan  Police.  In  that  country 
many  Bibles  have  been  scattered  abroad,  and 
theie  has  always  been  a  good  nucleus  of  evau- 
gelical  Christians;  but  unhappily  divisions  Lave 
arisen,  and  now  there  is  a  great  separation  pro¬ 
duced  by  the  ideas  of  the  Darbyites,  or  Ply¬ 
mouth  Brethren.  Mr.  Malan  hopes  to  be  able 
to  rally  aud  organize  the  more  truly  evangelical 
elements.  It  is  expected  that  the  new  govern- 
m-3nt  will  shortly  publish  a  constitution  in  which 
will  be  consecrated  the  principle,  if  not  of  abso¬ 
lute  liberty  of  conscience  and  worship,  at  least 
that  of  real  aud  sincere  toleration.  Thus  muc'a 
at  least  we  have  a  right  to  expect,  since  the 
present  Minister  of  Public  Instructions  is  that 
very  lawyer,  Savagnoli,  who  pleaded  in  favor  of 
the  Madiai.  We  intend  soon  sending  two  or 
three  cf  our  young  theological  students  to  exer¬ 
cise  their  gifts  in  announcing  the  Gospel  in  tho 
midst  of  the  I'alian  Romish  population,  aud  in 
the  Italian  language. 

We  are  also  actively  engaged  in  obtaining 
from  the  government  safe-conducts  for  our  min¬ 
isters,  whom  we  arc  sending  to  the  armies  which 
have  taken  the  field.  We  have  especially  three 
who  are  charged  to  visit  the  ambulances  and 
military  hospitals,  carrying  their  spiritual  suc¬ 
cor  to  the  Protestant  soldiers  and  to  all  those 
who  wish  to  profit  by  their  ministry.  You  see, 
dear  and  venerated  Doctor,  that  our  duties  go 
augmenting,  and  that  our  need  of  succor  in¬ 
creases  in  the  same  proportion,  since  of  ourselvcD 
we  have  not  the  queans  to  furnish  the  uiaterial 
resources.  Scarce  can  we  give  the  necessary

3.  Alessandria.  This  station  has  from  the 
commencement  been  considered  to  be  of  special 
importance,  because  it  places  us  at  the  centre  of 
Monlferrat,  and  becauso  it  is  at  the  junction  of 
several  railroads.

Fifth.  Other  7iii, tiller.!  laboring  in  tbe  Sar¬ 
dinian  S'utts  and  not  b<  longing  to  the  Waldcu- 
siaa  Church.  Toerft  zre  liyht ;  three  wX,  Nice, 
two  of  them  Epiocopaliaus,  and  oue  of  the  Free 
Church  of  Scotland;  three -xX  Genoa, one  Angli¬ 
can,  one  SwisF,  and  one  of  the  Fite  Church  of 
Scotland  ;  one  Episcopalian  at  Men'oue,  and 
another  at  Turir.  Wc  may  aid  otte  other  l^pis- 
oopaiLan  at  Turin,  a  convert  from  Judaism,  who 
labors  arno”g  the  Jews. 

Six'h.  B-.iUdiny.-i  forthe  Stations  for  Evan¬ 
gelization. 

The  church  of  Pinnerol  is  not  yet  completed, 
but  wc  hope  that  ir  v.iU  be  before  the  end  of 
Summer,  without,  bi  iog  loaded  with  a  large  debt. 
Tbe  structures  cf  'Turin  are  unisbed  and  occu¬ 
pied,  that  is  to  say,  be.'i.ides  the  church,  we  have 
room  for  three  school.'',  a  bookstore,  a  prinllpg 
estabTshmeut,  a  depository  for  religious  books 
and  Bibles;  three  pastors  and  three  teachers,  a 
Lospitui,  and  an  asylum  for  snaall,  poor,  aiid 
orphan  boys  who  learn  pome  art  or  trade.  Wo 
hope  wiiuout  too  much  di'Vi  uliy  to  be  able  to 
airatge  tlie  final  accoauLs.  'The  work  upon  the 
charch,  schools,  and  house  for  the  jitangetk-tsai; 
Genoa,  has  readied  u«  end,  but  not  t  hcaccouK'", 
with  which  w'  sliaU  leave  to  occupy  ourselves  at 
ODCC,  and  which  leave  a  pretty  lai go  di 
Thof.e  of  the.  cliureh  aud  school  oH  Nan  we  l-avc 
been  fit  lopgtii  able  to  complete.  'There  is  a  heavy 
debt.

Let  him  cat  on  the  Sabbath  ;  but 
while  the  sustenance  of  the  body  is  not  nog. 
looted,  let  his  soul’s  fee dli  g  be  upon  tno 
“  bread  of  life.”  Let  him  drir.  k  on  the  Sabbath ; 
but  let  it  be  of  the  “water  of  life,”  and  that 
I  freely. 

Let  Lim^  sing.  Yea,  let  him  sing.  For  the 
Sabbath  is  no  day  of  sadness ;  religion  is 
no  creed  of  melancholy.  There  are  times 
for  saddened  thought,  and  true  “  affliction  ” 
of  soul  on  that  day ;  for  who  has  not  many 
sins  and  shortcomings  over  which  to  mourn? 
But  the  dark  cloud  has  a  very  bright  and 
silver  lining ;  the  very  sorrow  of  sin  briturs 
to  mind  the  great  and  glorious  Gospel,  tfe 
good  news  of  pardon  an^  peace,  of  which 
tbe  Sabbath  is  as  it  were  the  perpetual  token 
and  ]>lcdge.  And  that  day  has  ever  been  asso¬ 
ciated  with  singing  and  gladness.  It  is  com¬ 
memorative  of  creation,  when  “  the  morning 
staxs  sang  together,  and  all  the  sons  of  Cca 
shouted  for  joy.”  It  commemorates,  too,  God’s 
chosen  people’s  deliverance  from  bondage, 
when  Moses  and  tbe  children  of  Israel  “  sang 
a  song  unto  the  Lord.”  The  Sabbath  com¬ 
memorates  redemption,  and  the  Redeemer’s 
advent  was  heralded  and  accompanied  by  songs 
of  praise.  At  the  conception,  Mary  bursi 
forth  into  her  bold  “  Magnificat,”  “  My  soul 
do'h  magnify  the  Lord.”  At  the  wondrous 
bitih  in  Bethlehem,  the  heavenly  hosts  leant 
down  from  heaven’s  verge,  arid  man  for  OECe 
was  privileged  to  hear  oa  earth  the  song  of 
Salvation  :  “  Glory  to  God  in  tbe  highest,  and 

on  earth  peace,  good  will  to  men.”  At  tho 
presentation  in  the  temple,  old  Simeon  chanted 
the  “  Nunc  dimittis,”  “  Now  Jeftest  Thou  Thy 
servant  depart  in  peace.”  At  the  Uiump’^al 
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entry  into  Jerusalem,  men,  women,  aud  cMl- 
diea  sang,  “  Hosannah  to  the  son  of  David.” 
'Fhe  going  forth  of  the  Son  of  Man  to  “  finish” 
His  great  and  glorious  work,  was  “  when  they 
Lad  snug  a  hymn.” 

'The  Sabbaih  commemorative  of  these  things, 
is  no  day  of  'sorrow  ;  it  is  a  day  of  song.  It 
ii  a  day  to  be  merry.  It  is  a  true  Christmas  ; 
and  “  he  lhat  i.s  merry,  let  him  sing  psalms.” 
TJ»e  S-bbath  was  made  for  m  ru,  and  let  man 
sing  ’  nou  t'oat  diiy ;  but  let  his  soog  be  “one 
of  ihe  soog.s  of  Zi'on.”  “  Oh,  come,  let  us  sing 
unto  the  J.o»d ;  let  us  make  a  j  'Vi’ul  noise  unto 
the  Rock  of  our  salvation.” — Dr.  Miller. 


First.  There  arc  fifteen  parishes  io  the  valleys 
themselves,  with  a  population  of  about  22,009 
souls.  A  sixteenth,  that  of  Turin,  comprise  be¬ 
tween  1,000  and  1,200  Protestants.  (I  am  not 
speaking  yet  of  Italian  converts  )  Each  parish 
has  one  pastor.  Tho  number  of  the  ministers 
of  the  Waldensian  Church  is  at  pre^nt  37,  of 
whom  4  have  retired  on  account  of  age  and  iu- 
firmity;  16  are  at  the  head  of  the  paiLshes;  9 
are  employed  as  professors  at  La  Tour  and  the 
Latiu  school  of  Pomaret.  Of  the  0  at  La  Tour, 
two  are  for  'Theology  and  one  for  the  direction 
of  the  normal  school  for  traioing  teachers,  and  ' 
8  are  engaged  in  ihe  work  of  evangelization. 
In  1840  there  were  only  18  ministers  in  all. 

Second.  Toe  different  parishes  of  our  Cburch 
have  in  all  191  schools  for  primary  iiistiucfion, 
containing  4,640  scholars,  being  one  child  to  4}  of 
ihe  individuals  forming  the  entire  Waldensian 
population.  The  141  Ilamlet  schools  are  only 
open  four  months,  a  few  five  months,  during  the 
winter.  Oa  an  average  tbe  teachers  of  these 
schools  receive  not  more  than  $2  40  cts.  a 
mouth. 

Third.  Secondai-y  or  Superior  Instruction. 

A.  Theological  Seminary — 'The  number  of 
professors  is  at  the  present  moment  two.  The 
number  of  matriculated  Theological  Students  is 
eight. 

As  preparatory  for  the  study  of  Theology  we 
have, 

B.  The  Higher  College,  which  has  two  divis¬ 
ions,  1,  Philosophy,  in  which  three  years  are 
spent ;  2,  Rhetoric,  where  studies  occupy  two 
years;  and 

C.  The  Lower  College,  which  has  five  classes, 
each  taking  one  year. 

D.  'The  Normal  School,  which  has  been  es¬ 
tablished  six  years.  Its  object  is  to  favor  in¬ 
structors  for  our  central  parish  schools,  and  for 
cur  stations  for  evangelization.  This  school  has 
already  given  us  thirteen  workmen,  who  are 
now  in  the  field.  It  is  about  to  receive  a  great¬ 
er  impulse  aud  more  stability.  We  have  given 
it  a  permanent  director,  in  the  person  of  a 
minister,  who  appears  to  be  well  qualified  for 
this  task. 

E.  The  High  School  of  Pomaret  is  intended 
to  meet  the  wants  of  the  Valley  o5F  St.  Martin, 
and  corresponds  to  the  Lower  College  of  La 
Tour.  All  these  classes  contained  at  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  tbe  present  scholastic  year  120 
pupils,  a  few  have  left  this  winter. 

F.  The  Boarding  School  for  Young  Ladies, 
also  at  La  Tour,  has  fur  its  object  to  give  a  high¬ 
er  education  to  the  daughters  of  the  minister 
and  of  ochers  of  a  social  position  tbat  demands 
a  greater  development  than  that  which  is  found 
on  the  common  level  of  our  country  population. 
This  establishment  has  70  pupils,  distributed  in 
four  classes.  Besides  the  Directress,  most  of  the 
Professors  of  tbe  college  iu  that  place  give  in¬ 
structions  iu  it. 

Fourth.  Evangelization. — Our  several  sta^ 
tioDB  are  : 

1.  PiyncioorZ,  with  an  Evangelist,  a  minister, 
and  a  schoolmaster.  There  are  two  services  in 
the  church  on  Sunday,  and  one  on  Friday  for  the 
persons  who  come  down  from  the  mountains  to 
attend  the  market  on  the  next  day.  There  are 
meetings  more  or  less  regular  at  Vigon,  Canta- 
lupa,  0-asco,  and  St.  Second. 

2.  Turin  — There  are  two  ministers  for  Ital¬ 
ian  evangelizatiom  They  pursue  their  work  of 
extension  and  ^ification.  Oae  writes  that. 


THEY  THAT  LOVED  THE  LOBD. 

One  of  tbe  surest  evidences  of  a  renewed  heart 
is  the  disposition  to  speuk  oT  tlic  loveliness  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  aud  magurfy  Ilitn  as  the  gracious 
Redeemer  of  llis  people.  Oat  of  the  abundance 
of  the  heart,  the  iiieuth  speaketh,  aud  if  the  eye 
of  faith  be  fixed  on  Christ  and  there  be  peace 
and  joy  in  the  h*>arr,  tbe  lips  will  relate  His  mar- 
velieus  dealings  with  the  soul  and  ascribe  praise 
to  ll'iti  whose  work  it  is.  On  the  contrary  to 
be  coatiiiuallj  tUvcliing  on  the  sinfulness  of  the 
heart  and  bawa.Ung  its  corrupriou,  to  the  ex¬ 
clusion  of  those  ox  I/I  cssions  of  admiration,  love 
and  devotion  which  arc  so  natural  in  thnse  who 
havecoiuaiunion  wi'li  Him,  is  conclusive  evidence 
that  there  is  but  little  grace  iu  the  heart  aud 
that  but  lit'le  progress  has  been  made  in  the  di¬ 
vine  life.  There  is  no  mo.ro  prevalent  habit  than 
for  chiktians  whoii  they  meet  and  converse  about 
their  spiritual  conditiou,  to  di  plorc  their  sinful¬ 
ness.  Now  we  do  not  believe  that  such  conver¬ 
sation  is  meant  by  the  prophet  where  he  says, 
“  they  that  loved  the  Lord  spoke  often  one  to 
another.  ’  Tne  description  given  of  them  forbids 
the  su[qositiou.  They  ate  described  as  they 
that  loved  the  Lord,  ihair  affection  for  their 
Saviour  is  the  charac-cristlc  by  which  they  arc 
known.  Where  such  love  exists,  it  wi'l  be  made 
known  more  by  the  pleasure  manifested  in  speak¬ 
ing  of  Jesus  as  precious  and  beloved,  than  by  )a- 
mentiog  hardness  of  heart  and  want  of  interest 
iu  what  concerns  the  joul.  Such  conversation 
is  nothing  more  than  religious  egotism  ;  it  is  not 
a  conversation  about  Christ  and  His  goodness, 
but  one  in  which  each  speaker  begins  and  ends 
with  I. 

It  is  nothing  to  .ihe  praise  of  God  that  the 
heart  is  so  desperately  wicked,  but  when  IL's 
goodness  is  relaied  in  forgiving  the  sinner  and 
in  enabling  him  to  overcome  his  evil  habits  and 
dispositions,  then  it  is  that  the  very  depth  of 
cortuptioii  from  which  the  sinner  has  been  pluck¬ 
ed,  makes  His  Eve  and  goodness  the  more  mar¬ 
vellous.  'The  ohfi.^tian  w  ill  speak  often  and  fccl- 
ingly  of  the  coldoess  of  his  love  to  his  Saviour, 
for  his  sense  of  the  gratitude  he  ought  to  feel  is 
overwhelming,  and  yet  it  will  be  manifest  even 
in  such  conlu.'-sions  that  his  heart  burns  wi'hlove 
to  Him.  He  will  speak  of  his  depravity  and 
bewail  the  power  of  sin  over  him,  yet  he  will 
praise  God  that  He  has  given  grace  to  overcome 
many  sins  and  make  some  advances  in  the  Chris¬ 
tian  life.  They  that  love  the  Lord  when  they 
speak  one  to  another,  tell  what  He  has  done  for 
their  soul,  how  He  has  broken  the  bars  of  iron, 
opened  the  prison  doors  and  set  the  captive  free ; 
they  who  only  speak  of  their  sinfulness  do  but 
speak  of  man’s  fall  and  Satan’s  triumph. — North 
Carolina  Presbyterian.
